Athens Greece, Dec. 27. — Via Paris 


—"Without our batteries of heavy 
artillery and the men behind them, 
it is impossible to oust the Allied 
forces from Saloniki," said General 
Castelnau, chief of the French gen- 
eral staff, in a statement today to 
the Associated Press. 


General Gastelnau gave the inter- 


view after being received this morn- 
ing by King Constantino attending 
a luncheon at the French legation. 


Many of the important officers of 


the Greek army and navy and several 
of the king's closest friends attend- 
ed the luncheon. 


General Castelnau's statement was 


submitted to the 
French 
minister 


Jean Guillemin and approved by him. 


"The situation at Saloniki today is 


most excellent," the 
general con- 


tinued. 
"I spent several days ex- 


amining the ground. 
I must say I 


have really seen 
an 
emplacement 


which lends itself better to defense. 1 
may say also that the position pro- 
vides the most favorable conditions 
for offensive as well 
as 
defensive 


operations." 
The general was asked 
whether 


the allies contemplate an offensive 
movement 
from 
Saloniki 
in 
the 


spring. 
"Spring will tell," he replied. "It 


is 
impossible 
to 
discount 
the 


exigencies of military situation so far 
ahead. 
Should it be decided upon, 


the offensive from Saloniki would 
be under peculiarly favorable con- 
ditions."

"What impression did you gain 


from your talk with the king?" the 
correspondent asked. 


"I was deeply touched by the fact 


that His Majesty, althought in pool- 
health received me.

COAL DEALERS 


IN SYNDICATE, 


RAISE PRICES 


New York, Dec. 2 7.—Joseph Hart- 


igan, commissioner of the bureau of 
weights and measure, declared to- 
day that he will call the district at- 
torney's attention to the operation of 
a syndicate ot 12 men which, he as- 
serted Controls 1,000 small coal, ice 
and wood dealers operating mainly 
in cellar stores in this city. 


Mr. Hartigan 
charges 
that 
the 


syndicate exacts ?1 a day from each 
of the 1,000 coal dealers and this 
compels the dealers to sell coal to 
the poor often at the rate of ?20 to 
$25 a ton. He said the 
syndicate 


buys this coal at $4.25 to $4.50 a 
ton. The capital stock of the syndi- 
cate is estimated by 
the 
commis- 


sioner at $50,000 and the annual re- 
turns from the dollar-a-day system 
at $100,000. 


The commissioner said that these 


cellar dealers sell most of their coal 
by the pail and that this is in viola- 
tion of the law, which demands sale 
by a standard measure.

Washington, Dec. 27.—The death 


rate in the 
United 
States 
among 


babies of mothers who work outside 
their homes far exceeds the infant 
mortality where the mother is not 
so employed. 


This is brought out in the annual 


report today of the federal children's 
bureau, which is conducting an in- 
quiry into the social and economic 
causes of babie's deaths. The report 
shows an average infant death rate 
of. 134 out of every 1,000 babies in a 
steel-making and coal-raining town as 
against a rate of 84 out of every 
1.000 
in a residential suburb. 
An 


even greater contrast is found be- 
tween the most congested sections 
and best residential sections of these 
two communities. 


Commenting upon these findings, 


the report says: 


"The more favorable the civic and 


family surroundings and the better 
the conditions of life, the more clear- 
ly are they reflected in a lessened 
infant mortality." 


The report adds, however, that it 


is impossible to determine the rela- 
tive importance of the death rate 
among babies of working mothers 
until it is ascertained 
how 
many 


mothers work in industry.

FROM LYNCHING 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


Muskogee, Okla., Feb. 27,— With 


the safe removal from the county jail 
here of two negroes arrested in con- 
nection with the murder of a police- 
man, Muskogee returned to normal 
conditions today. 
There was noth- 


ing on the surface to show that the 
jail had been besieged for five hours 
last night by a mob of 
white men 


threatening to lynch 
the 
negroes. 


Across the street from the jail two 
hundred negroes gathered and an- 
nounced they would open fire on the 
•whites the minute they 
attempted 


violence on the prisoners. 


Two assaults on the jail by 
the 


white men were repulsed by militia- 
men with fixed bayonets, although 
at one-time the attackers succeeded 
in battering down the jail door with 
a railroad rail. 
While a third assault was being 


agitated the two negroes were dress- 
ed in militia uniforms, covered 
by 


military overcoats with high collars 
and rushed away in a taxicab. before 
watchers outside knew what was be- 
ing done. 
With the negroes safely removed 


leaders of the mob were allowed to 
search the jail, then all 
dispersed. 


This eased the racial tension which 
at one time threatened a pitched bat- 
tle.

Doane, noted hymn 


writer, who died Friday at the home 
of his daughter in East Orange, N 
J., took place rrom the Mt. Auburn 
Baptist church at 2:30 o'clock 
this 


alternoon. 


Death came to the venerable com- 


poser ot hundreds of religious songs 
just after he had finished his tinal 
musical setting, a composition 
for 


the last hymn 
written 
by Fanny 


Crosby. 


The hymn which represented 
the 


final labors of the noted composer 
is entitled "At Evening Time It Shall 
Be Light." It is a splendid effort from 
the viewpoints of 
religious 
poetry 


and harmony. 


Dr. Doane's body will rest in Cin- 


cinnati, the composer 
having pur- 


chased a burial plot 
in that city, 


which he left several years ago to 
make his residence at Watch Hill, 
Rhode Island. 


Dr. Doane was 83 years old when 


the end came, his devoted wife and 
daughters, Mrs. George W. 
Doane 


and Miss Ida F. Doane, were at his 
bedside. 
While Dr. Doane had been 


m ill health for a long 
time 
his 


death was unexpected. 


It was his annual custom to go to 


Florida for the winter months, and 
last October as usual he visited 
his 


daughter at South Orange on his way 
to the southland. 
He was not in 


robust health, however, and decided 
to remain in South 
Orange to re- 


ceive medical treatment. 
The lung 


trouble developed and death soon re- 
lieved his sufferings. 


Dr. Doane was born February 3, 


1832, near Norwich, Conn. He was 
educated 
at 
Woodstock 
Academv, 


Conn., and early in life went to Cin- 
cinnati, where he took an active part 
in business and religious affairs. 


For many years he was president 


of J. A. Fay & Co., woodworking ma- 
chine makers and when thnt concern 
was consolidated with 
The 
Egan 


company Dr. Doane relinquished his 
connection with the enterprise. 


His chief hobby was music. 
He 


was accorded the degree of Doctor 
of Music and wrote many composi- 
tions of religious music 
and pub- 


lished more than three pcore books 
of his many works. His keen inter- 
est in harmonv led him t" take ,in 
extensive trip to many lands, and in 
his world journey he collected many 
that were the devices of natives of 
the country he visited. 


The collection 
aroused consider- 


able interest among music lovers and 
Dr. Doane presented it to the Cincin- 
nati Art Museum, where it is pre- 
served. 


Dr. Doane's interest in 
religious 


affairs was not confined 
to 
music, 


however. 
Dr. Doane was president 


emeritus of the 
American 
Baptist 


PublisTiing Society, of Philadelphia 
at the time of his death 
and 
had 


been its 
president 
a 
number of 


years. 
He was trustee of Denison 


university at Granville, O., and was 
affiliated with mission societies of 
the Baptist organization. 


The Young Men's Christian associ- 


ation too received 
much 
attention 


from this versatile man and he took 
a warm interest in patriotic organi- 
/itio, s 
Ho was connected with the

W«s Ushered In. 


SSOCIATED with the old fash- 


ioned New Year duty ts a serv- 
ice that all too rarely in these 
days of would be 1'arislun res- 


taurants aud iinporf% untiuentul cus- 
toms usheis in the baSy year. Well 
bred folks then paid their respects to 
a dying twelvemonth by going to 
church oil New Year's eve. The watch 
night service, as It is still called. Inten- 
sified the introspective tendency. It 
was intended to do so. Where piety 
was a thing to he proud of. when in 
any self respecting community the men 
and women who led in affairs social 
and business placed church loyalty first 
411 the table of civic righteousness, then 


Year's eve must necessarily bo 


.spent in watching and prayer. 


There was no hardship hi such a 


duty. It was pleasant to start hi the 
frosty cold of *10 o'clock, an hour of 
privilege, yoa<may remember, for child- 
hood, and walk through quiet thor- 
oughfares to the church of your choice, 
passing friends bound on a similar er- 
rand, albeit under other spiritual roofs. 
There was an uir of expectancy about 
the lighted church, usually dark at this 
hour, and the child who clung to fa- 
ther's arm saw reproduced tho scene of 
the old fashioned chiomo in the big 
hall, popular in those days of primitive 
art instinct, labeled "New Year's Eve 
In an English Village." Serious were 
i he people, serious the service, serious 
the clergy man's message to his congre- 
gation.

Instead, a 
iiote of dirgelike sadness tinged his ev- 
ery woid. You may remember still the 
minor cadences of the hymns, the in- 
sistence in their sentiment upon relent- 
less change. 


If anything were needed to empha- 


size solemnity it was found in the 
white draped communion table, to 
which, at half past 11, the people made 
their \\ay In hushed silence. 
Then 


children to whom this part of the serv- 
ice was a sealed book felt the thrill of 
rnjbtcry course do\vn impressionable 
spinal columns and gazed with wide 
open ejes at the passing of the sacred 
elements. 
But when sly glances at 


the big clock under the choir loft pro- 
claimed the passing of a calendar dy- 
nastj ; when through closed doors there 
came the distant sound of o^ereager 
bells; when at last, in dignitied de- 
liberation, the chimes in the tall spire 
overhead acknowledged the new sov er- 
eigu, then faces changed. The organ 
burst into the stirring melody of the 
time honored finals to all proper watch 
night services, and while voices sang 
"Come; let us anew our journey pur- 
sue," there were interpolated uods and 
a whispered "Happy New Year" to 
folks in adjacent pews.

silent moment for the benediction and 
then1 a liot of good wishes, no less gay 
or sincerely joyous because given with- 
in church walls than those whose ac- 
companiment is popping corks. 


Once again the walk home In the 


clear cold of starlit midnight, again the 
meeting of returning friends, but this 
time a word for each of cheerful greet- 
ing, and last a reluctant good night to 
the household before wide awake 
youngsters were tucked into reluctant 
beds. That was a real way to begin a 
new year.

' Growth of Baseball. 


Nothing shows the growth of base- 


bull more tliuu a comparison of gate 
receipts taken In during the different 
Buries played for the baseball chain-

1884 about 800 persons attended the 
final game between the Providence 
team uud the Metropolitan club, cham- 
pions of their respective leagues, uud 
the total attendance at all three games 
was less than 3,000. Itadbourne and 
Keefe, the opposing hurlers, were at 
the height of their respective careers, 
but they fated to draw the throngs.* 
However, the players did not worry, 
as there was nothing la It for them 
except glory. 


In the season of 1885 the series was 


a failure from all standpoints. Only 
8,000 saw the six contests between the 
men of Anson and the Browns, led by 
Charles Conilskey. 
The series was 


marked by continual scrapping and at 
times real fighting. It ended or broke 
up with honors In games won and ver- 
bal scraps "fifty-fifty." 
In 1886 the 


first real series for the world cham- 
pionship was pulled off in a success* 
ful manner. The six games drew 40,- 
000, and the net receipts were $14,000. 
—Philadelphia Ledger. 


Ecuador's Vegetable Wool. 


Kapok, known in Ecuador as "lana 


de ceiba," or "vegetable wool," Is a 
product of the largest tree that grows 
in the forests of the littoral, a species 
of the genus Eriodendron (allied to the 
cotton plant). The ceiba bears most 
of its branches near the top, and the 
appearance of its bright yellow flow- 
ers marks the approaching end of the 
rainless season. After the flowers fade 
the pods that yield the kapok of com- 
merce are formed. These are gath- 
ered and the fiber extracted by hand. 
One hundred pounds of crude material 
yield, after cleaning, forty-five pounds 
of first grade kapok. Kapok is gain- 
ing in popularity in the United States, 
where, among the other uses to which 
it is put, it .is employed in stuffing 
mattresses and sofa cushions and, it 
is said, has found some favor among 
makers of upholstery fabrics.

for a Period of TA/rfy-F/ve Years 


In 
the 
little 
two-room 
frame 


structure in tho rear of 87 
Gran- 


vine street, a man, gray through the 
passing yoars, carries on a 
manu- 


facturing business of which he 
is 


the proprietor 
and 
sole 
employe. 


The man is 'Frank Jones, the blind 
broom maker of Newark. 


For thirty-five 
years 
the 
blind 


broom maker has turned out brooms 
which have been 
sold 
throughout 


every state in America. Stricken at 
an early age through the explosion 
pi molten iron at the Thomas foun- 
dry, 
Mr. Jones 
entered 
the 
state 


institution lor the blind at Colum- 
bus, where he learned the 
broom 


making trade. 
'He left the institu- 


tion two ypars later and 
oame 
to 


Newark. 
He has passed the 
haK 


rentury milestone, yet a 
visitor 
to 


his little shop any day will find him 
busily enKaged in the manufacture 
of brooms.

He was asked 
if 
he 


would make a bid fpr a portion of 
a large broom order recently landed 
by C. P. F. Campbell, executive sec- 
re'a ry of the Ohio Commission for 
the Blind. 


"f am f;ettinK too old to go after 


tho order," said Mr. Jones. "For 
many years I furnished brooms to 
tlio Haltimoro" & Ohio Railroad com- 
pany, but now my health is not tho 
best and I am 
content 
with 
the 


amount of work I receive from New- 
ark and nearby towns. 


"Several weeks ago Mr. Campbell 


wrote me reinieHtlni? that I teach a 
blind man r«>sidin« in east Newark, 
the ;u-t of broom making, but I had 
to rdiw tlif! ror|ii«st on account of 
mv iMifivy business and poor health. 
"Broom making," he continued, "is 
injurious to one'* fcwlttt and especi- 


ally mine, as the dust from the corn 
effects me very much as 1 am sub- 
ject to asthma."
